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Kenyon Steer Made Very Desirable Food 


The invitation sent out from the University of Nebraska to the 
feeders of that state carried with it this year quite some piece of 
bait in the torm of an Aberdeen-Angus barbecue. The carcass 
furnished tor the purpose being that of a splendid young steer sired 
by the already tamous college bull “Kenyon” whose sons and daugh- 
ters have put the Aberdeen-Angus breed on the Denver map during 
the past few years. : ; ; 

Speaking of the meeting Prof. Gramlich said: “We had a ‘pop- 
per’ ot a meeting with an attendance of 1,000 people and everyone 
seemed optimistic in spite of the relatively low market existent for 
corn ted cattle at this time. The Kenyon steer made very desir- 
able food for the banquet at the noon hour and I think did consid- 
erable boosting for the Aberdeen-Angus breed by so doing.” 

Because of an over supply of urgent business the Editor was 
denied this year the privilege of attending the Nebraska feeders ses- 
sion so will take advantage of the splendid report given in the 
Omaha Journal Stockman, releasing the story in the main. By the 
way the Journal Stockman maintains a splendid connection with 
the feeders of Nebraska and what might be termed the “Omaha ter- 
ritory” and is doing a great work in behalf of the men who are 
turning the crops and pasturage in that district into human food. 
The story goes like this: 

Pertect weather and one of the best programs ever offered for 
such an occasion drew a record crowd to Lincoln Thursday for the 
fourteenth annual Live Stock Feeders’ day meeting at the Nebraska 
College of Agriculture. 

The fine day and excellent road conditions proved an irresist- 
ible invitation to farmer-motorists to leave work for a day’s con- 
tact with the latest ideas in live stock production and handling. The 
gathering of 400 representative feeders and stockmen that was on 
hand in the college judging pavilion at the starting hour had swelled 
to just about 1,000 long before noon, taxing available facilities for 
entertaining visitors at the college to the very limit. 

The crowd not only broke all records as to size, but in regard to 
the territory represented as well, those present coming from no less 
than seven states, including Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and Nebraska. 

Roughly the day’s. program was divided into two parts. The 
morning was given over to work with the live animals while dressed 
meats and the merchanting end of the live stock industry received 
sole atter.tion in the afternoon. 

Results of the winter’s experiments were reviewed briefly at 
the opening of the forenoon session. In summing up the age and 
sex test on cattle, Prof. Gramlich pointed out that as in the past, 
everything was in favor of the younger groups of cattle of both 
sexes. 

Gain costs-up to the end of 150 days 1anged from $13.11 and 
$12.20 per hundred on the two-year-old spayed heifers and two- 
year-old steers, respective, down to $8.55 per hundred on heifer 
calves and $7.92 per hundred on steer calves. This is the principal 
treason for the fact that while the older cattle show losses on the 
basis of the present market, both lots of calves and some of the 
yearlings have a profit to their credit. 

Incidentally the most profitable lot of cattle in the college feed 
lots at present is a group of just fair quality heifers which have 
been fed only a comparatively short time but which because of their 

iat weights are in a very favorable position on the market at this 
ime, 

So well has the cattle field been covered in regard to age in 
the work of the last few years that in the future only yearlings and 


calves will be used in the Nebraska experiments, and attention will 
be devoted exclusively to comparisons of rations on the young cat- 
tle of both sexes. 

A surprise feature of the morning program came when Dean 
Cuitis of the lowa Agricultural college took the platform for a gen- 
eral discussion of feeders’ problems. He touched particularly on 
the difficulty feeders have in determining in advance the class and 
weight of stock that will be in demand at marketing time and urged 
stockmen not to be guided too much by results of previous years, 
since markets seldom run exactly alike two years in succession. 

As an example of this he contrasted the premium on heavy 
cattle a year ago, when corn was scarce and high, with the present 
discrimination against weight in both steers and hogs following a 
season of plentiful and low-priced corn. 

The way in which A. F. Stryker, secretary of the Omaha Live 
Stock Exchange, told of the development of the public markets and 
their value to the live stock producing industry gave his hearers a 
great deal of food for thought. “Where would the producer turn 
for a standard of values if country buying by packers progressed to 
the point that it drove public markets out of business?” was the 
question that he left for stockmen to study at their leisure. 

The part that radio is playing in disseminating market infor- 
mation was shown when, in answer to the question, “How many 
stockmen receive market 1eports by radio,” the crowd became for a 
moment a veritable sea of upiaised hands. 

A vivid impression of the size of attendance was gained during 
the visit to the experimental feed lots. When the first of the visi- 
tors reached the new farm near Havelock they could look back over 
an unbroken line of cars stretching as far as the eye could reach in 
the direction of the college campus. 

Because of heavy attendance, there was not quite the personal 
contact in going over the groups of cattle and hogs that there has 
been in former years, but by taking plenty of time everyone who 
had a question to ask was given a hearing. Mr. Shockley of Brown- 
lea, the grower of this year’s test cattle, was present and answered 
many questions of visiting feeders regarding the breeding of the 
cattle. Mrs. Shockley, who accompanied him, was also introduced. 

When the crowd had again assembled in the judging pavilion 
at the lunch hour it was found that participants in the “weighty 
contest” of the morning had to yield first place and the fine rolled 
1ib roast given as a prize to Lester Selden of Rising City, a member 
of the coming generation of stockmen. The winner had missed the 
total weight of 10 cattle shown by only five pounds. 

Lester is a member of the Pioneer Beef Calf club of Butler. 
This club attended the meeting in a body, and Milton Bittner, an- 
other of its 14 members, came in fourth in the judging contest, giv- 
ing the club a very high average considering that the boys were 
pitting their judgment against that of many veteran stockmen. Mil- 
ton failed to get a prize, but Lester promised to put on a feed-for 
the entire club with his roast. 

Quality in meat was the main theme of the afternoon. The 
excellent beef served by the Block and Bridle club at the luncheon 
struck this keynote, and it was followed out in all the addresses and 
demonstrations. Even Governor McMullen was affected by the 


general atmosphere and in a short, well received talk outlining the 
development of live stock in the short space of two generations, he 
urged feeders of this state to be careful to uphold the high reputa- 
tion they have earned for the quality of the live stock they produce. 

Chancellor Avery, who introduced the governor, confined his 
remarks to a few words of welcome and as- (Continued on page 14

College Buys Foundation Herd. 


A letter and clipping from the Baker 
(Oregon) Herald has arrived at the desk via 
Johnson Workman of Kansas who proves to 
be the original cause for the sale of this 
good foundation herd of cattle. The letter 
was written by W. B. Riley who started in 
the Aberdeen-Angus business in 1921 with a 
carload of Workman cattle that have at- 
tracted wide attention in Baker county. The 
letter has a “ring” that thrills the Doddie 
enthusiast and reads in part: 

“Friend Workman: We enclose a clipping 
from front page of the Baker Herald which 
shows we are ‘dead yet’ even if we did loose 
the order for the carload of bulls. The ma- 
jority of these cattle are of your breeding 
and it swells me quite a bit to think I made 
the sale at my first price considering that 
I had some hot competition from the best 
herds in the Northwest. * * * I expect 
great business next year. The country is 
full of feed and no stock to eat it and they 
are commencing to take notice of my cattle. 
One of my neighbors was over a few days 
ago. I told him I was expecting the buyer 
from the college here to look at my cattle. 
He said ‘well Bill if they want cattle you got 
‘um sold right now’ and I sure enough did.” 

The clipping appeared under a big double 
heading and tells of the sale of the twenty- 
one head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this 
language: 

“W. B. Rilev of McEwen has just sold 21 
head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cows to 
St. Benedict’s Abbey (Mount Angel College) 
of Mount Angel, Oregon. The deal was clos- 
ed here Friday by Mr. Riley and Joe Kas- 
berger of the college. The animals are to 
be delivered at Baker not later than March 
27. They will be shipped to the Willamette 
Valley with the cattle train this week. 

“The Mount Angel people looked at herds 
all over the Northwest before buying the Ri- 
ley animals. Thev are wanted for a founda- 
tion herd and the best to be had were sought 
and found in Baker county. 

“Mr. Riley is the only breeder of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Baker county. He 
has had them for a number of years and has 
built up an enviable reputation for his stock. 
Further improvements to his breeding stock 
are in view.”

PRESENT SITUATION 
HIGHLY SATISFACTORY. 


While prices have as yet not reached that point where they re- 
turn a reasonable margin of profit we are nevertheless highly pleas- 
ed with the situation as it stands today when compared with a year 
ago. The average increase in sale prices of pure bred cattle for 
breeding purposes have so increased and the demand is so much 
stronger that it is no longer a losing proposition. In fact most of 
the sales within the past 90 to 120 days have showed some margin 
of profit, which in a majority of the cases has been quite satisfact- 
ory. With this steadily increasing demand for cows and heifers 
and the dire shortage of good bulls looking us directly in the face 
now it would seem that the future could hold in store but one 
thing for the cattleman of today and the immediate future, and that 
profitable business. 

Cattle with quality are moving at rapid strides away from the 
mediocre types because feeders and breeders realize full well that 
it requires better quality in cattle, earlier maturity and quicker 
turn overs to make farming operations in the middle west especial- 
ly profitable. This situation being backed by the ever increasing 
demand for better meat at the bock seems destined to bring back the 
cattle business even sooner than has been anticipated. 

Pure bred movements have increased materially throughout the 
country from coast to coast and Aberdeen-Angus are receiving a 
goodly share of this patronage. By the time the bull season has 
ended it is doubtful whether there will be an appreciable percentage 
of the good bulls of the country left in the hands of their breeders. 
So great has been the demand for crossing purposes that scarcely 
a bull of any quality has been left in the hands of his producer. |

Nevertheless the association has now grant- 
ed some concessions that will in all probabil- 
ity open the way to a better understanding 
and further reductions later on. O. W. Sand- 
berg director of transportation for the 
American Farm Bureau gives the following 
information: 

Wevhave just been notified by the South- 
ern Freight Association that favorable ac- 
tion was taken on the proposal to establish 
reduced freight rates on registered bulls, less 
than carload, between points in Southern 
Classification territory. The rule adopted 
provides for reduced rates only on registered 
bulls valued up to $150 per head. We are 
also advised that lines not concurring are 
not bound to publish the reduced rates ap- 
proved. 

As you no doubt know reduced freight 
rates on cattle suitable for breeding pur- 
poses, less than carload, have been effective 
between points on the following lines in 
Kentucky, only, since July 15, 1925: Louis- 
ville & Nashville; Louisville, Henderson & 
St. Louis; Illinois Central. 

This reduction was secured through the 
efforts of the Kentucky Live Stock Improve- 
ment Association and the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

A similar request for reduced rates be- 
tween points in the State of Tennessee was 
filed with the Tennessee carriers on Febru- 
ary 19th by the Tennessee Live Stock Asso- 
ciation, University of Tennessee, Tennessee 
Department of Agriculture, and the Tennes- 
see Farm Bureau Federation, and we note 
that the reduced rates requested have. been 
published within the last thirty days. 

The Tennessee Central, Illinois Central, 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis Rail- 
ways are the lines that have just published 
the reduced rates for intrastate application 
in Tennessee.

We have on file in the office a considerable amount of work in the form of applications 
for registry and transfers received from breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle prior to February 
1st that cannot be completed because our request for certain information has not been replied 
to. It requires a considerable amount of time to check on this work a second time and send a 
follow up letter requesting this information. Without this additional information the certifi- 
cates of registry and transfers cannot be completed and mailed. 


During the past two weeks we have received a number of letters from breeders inquiring 


about applications for registry and transfers mailed during February and March. The work 
on all applications is being completed as rapidly as possible. We hope that practically all the 
work received during February and March can be completed within the next month. If any 
breeders are in immediate need of the transfer or registry certificates we will be glad to give 
them special attention upon request. 


VOLUME 35: 


There will be some delay in getting out volume 35 of the herd book. This is due to the 
large number of applications for registry and transfers received during the past three months. 
We feel that it is more important to complete this work than to rush the work on volume 35. 
During the summer months the receipts are light so that miscellaneous work such as prepar- 
ing the material for the herd book can be completed. We call attention to this matter at this 
time so that members who have ordered a copy of volume 35 will not become impatient. The 
book will be sent direct from the printers as soon as completed. 


SESQUI CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION: 


The General Manager and Executive Committee of the Live Stock Show to be held in con- 
nection with the Sesqui Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia have completed arrangements so 
that the live stock show is now assured. A sum of $50,000 has been appropriated by the 
Sesqui Centennial Management for premiums and cost of management of the live stock show. 
This amount will be supplemented with special appropriations by practically all the live stock 
record associations so that the total amount of premiums available for all classes of live stock 
will be about $75,000. The amount of special premiums to be offered by the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association has not been definitely determined at this time. It is hop- 
ed, however, to provide a classification that will be in keeping with other record associations 
in order that Aberdeen-Angus cattle may be as well represented as any other breed. Breeders 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle who plan to exhibit on a fair circuit this fall and are interested in 
securing more detailed information about this stock show and the circuits into which it will 
fit, can get this information by writing this office. The show will be held September 12th to 


19th.

In the very near future the office will prepare a complete list and dates of the important 
fairs and live stock shows for 1926 at which Aberdeen-Angus classes have been provided. We 
will also prepare a tentative suggested circuit for all sections of the United States. We feel 
that it is highly important that Aberdeen-Angus cattle should be well represented at all the 
fairs where classes have been provided.

Fourteenth Annual Kansas Live Stock 
Feeders’ Convention, 


The live stock feeders convention which is 
held at the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege each year has become one of the most 
important meetings for live stock men of the 
entire midwest. Two features in particular 
are of special interest: (1) Addresses by 
nationally known men who are engaged in 
some line of work affecting vitally the live 
stock industry; (2) Reports of the results 
received by the Department of Animal Hus- 
bandry of the Kansas State Agricultural 
College in studying means and methods of 
improving upon present methods of produc- 
ing and fattening meat animals. 

More and more live stock producers are 
coming to realize that definite specific in- 
formation, such as an experiment station 
only can develop, is needed to produce live 
stock profitably under present conditions. 
This increasing realization explains the in- 
crease in the numbers of live stock men who 
attend this convention each year. It also ex- 
plains why such a large number attend these 
meetings year after year. 

A few over 1500 attended last year’s con- 
vention. This attendance included represen- 
tatives from a majority of the counties in 
Kansas as well as representatives from four- 
teen other states. This year’s program will 
be one of the best that has ever been pre- 
sented. The outside speakers have some- 
thing to say that will be of interest to every 
live stock producer in the country. The re- 
sults of the experimental work that will be 
reported this year will contain information 
that may possibly indicate methods of feed- 
ing that will add a new impetus to feeding 
operations in many sections of the country. 

This year’s Kansas live stock feeders con- 
vention will be held at the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural College on Saturday, May 29, 1926.

(Continued from page 3) 


sured feeders that when they meet in Lin- 
coln a year from now, it will be in the more 
commodious quarters now under construc- 
tion. 

Prof. W. J. Loeffel staged a demonstra- 
tion in beef carcasses that was unquestion- 
ably the best of its kind ever made before 
such a representative gathering of feeders 
in this state. He showed sides of five heifer 
carcasses ranging in age from 3-year-olds 
down to short yearlings and in quality from 
choice to fair and brought out clearly the 
reason for the discrimination at market 
against the overfat, wasty aged heifers. 
These heavy heifers, he pointed out, go into 
the cow class in the beef trade, regardless of 
whether or not they have ever had calves, 
and there is every reason for fattening heif- 
ers at the light weights which the trade so 
strongly desires. 

The fact that three of these carcasses were 
of heifers that represented a fair average of 
the live animals which had been seen in some 
of the experimental lots earlier in the day 
added interest to the demonstration. 


A commercial loin cut from each of the 
heifers was exhibited and also a loin out of 
the steer that furnished the teef for the 
luncheon. This carcass proved about as 
wasty as the heavv heifers, yet it was 
brought out when alive the steer had been 
criticized in a judging contest as being un- 
finished. Prof. Loeffel cited this as showing 
the need for correction in show ring stand- 
ards to make them correspond more closely 
with modern market requirements. 


Development of the beef producing busi- 
ness since it was merely a sideline of the 
raising of draft oxen was pictured by E. 
N. Wentworth, of Chicago, director of Ar- 
mour & Co.’s live stock bureau. The first 
premium for better beef cattle, he said, was 
paid for fattening qualities, the second for 
smoother carcasses, and the third for early 
maturity. 

While quicker maturity has been a vital 
subject among breeders for vears, Mr. Went- 
worth pointed out that it is only since the 
war that any rapid reduction has been made 
in the average age of beef bred cattle reach- 
ing the market. 

Economists have concluded, Mr. Went- 
worth said, that the present peculiar meat- 
trade situation is the result of increased 
buving of luxuries on the installment plan. 
Labor is well emploved, but so much future 
income has been pledged on _ installments, 
that the buying of the necessities of life is 
on a hand to mouth basis. and the farmer is 
one of those that suffer from this condition. 

Stating that he snoke for packers in gen- 
eral. Mr. Wentworth concluded his remarks 
with the statement that nackers have no de- 
sire to see public markets closed. He cited 
statistics to show that there has been no 
increase in country buying during the past 
four vears. 

E. W. Sheets, chief of the animal hus- 
bandry division of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, who came from Washington to 
address the meeting, declared that it was 
no reflection on producers that everyone 
interested in the live stock industry is still 
talking better quality in meats. One of his 
suggestions was the producing of more meat 
in the form of young animals providing 
light cuts that meet the poplar demand for 
high quality goods in small packages. Edu- 
cation of the public to a proper appreciation 
of quality in meat is another way of assur- 
ing the grower of choice cattle. the prem- 
_ he deserves on his product, Mr. Sheets 
said.
